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FEARFULJXPLOSM. 


A Birer Steamer, Laden With Passen 
gers. Sent Skyward. 


ST. 
LOUIS, M O . , Oct. 6.—No cause 
can be aasii^ned as yet for the explosion 
last evening on the riyer steamer La 
Mascott. The boat is said to have been 
steaming along under 150 ponnds of 
steam, her OBUIJ amount, when an ex- 
plosion suddenly occurred, blowing fire 
in every direction. 
The utmost confu 
»ion prevailed. 
The pilot, taking ad- 
vantage of her heading, turned her to- 
ward the shore, but the flames caused 
liim to leave his post before the stage 
plank could be lowered. After leaving 
his post the current turned the boat's 
bow out into the river again and her 
stern swung close to the bank, which 
afforded a means of escape for several 
who were at that end of the boat, the 
pilot and one cabin boy getting ashore 
without any injuries, or even a wet foot. 
The stage plank was lowered |and many 
were placed upon it, mostly women and 
children, who would have been saved 
had not the smoke stack fallen squarely 
acroa» it and all who were not killed 
by it were drowned. 


Captain Thompson, after doing all in 
hit power to save the passengers and 
crew, jumped overboard 
and swam 
ashore, the boat having drifted fully 200 
yards out into the river. 
She drifted 
over to the Illinois shore, opposite Wil- 
lard's landing and sank, the only thing 
visible at present being the wheel. 


Later.—The wreck of the La Mascott 
resulted fiom 'a collapse of one of the 
bjiler iiues. 
The explsion spent ita 
force directly backwards into the engine 
room and only the crew and roustabouts 
suffered from being scalded. 
Eleven of 
the latter are terribly burned. 
Huge 
scales df ^©sh peeled from the bodies. 
Six hai^ died. 


IIAST NIOHT'S TBIIEOBAM 8, 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 5.—The steamer La 
Mascotte, plying between this city and 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., on the Mississippi 
river, exploded her boilers about noon 
to-day, at Neeley's landing, a few miles 
below Grand Tower, 111, 
There being 
uo telegraph communication with Nee- 
ley's landing, nothing was known here 
of the disaster until 7 o'clock this even- 
ing, when the tow boat Eagle arrived at 
Cape Girardeau with a large number of 
dead and wounded passengers from La 
Mascotte. The boat was owned in Ev- 
ansvillef Indiana, and was valued at 
$30,000. 


The captain of the Eagle says he res- 
cued thirty five persons, and believes 
others were saved by people on shore. 
The following are believed to be dead: 


Judge William Hager and wife, of 
Cape Girardeau. 
Miss Ereiger. 
Mrs. William H. Wheeler and two 
children. 
Fritz Lind, of Cape Girardeau. 
Chris O'Neil (colored,) two chamber 
maids and a lady unknown. 


The bodies of three children and a 
chambermaid have been recovered. 


The pase enger list was burned, so it is 
not known who were on board. 


J. R. Perkins, first clerk; Miss Julia 
Baich, of Cape Girardeau, and the first 
engineer, Porter, are supposed to be 
lost. 
Out of the crew of twenty-four, 
fourteen are saved, and the total loss of 
life is placed between eighteen and 
twenty-two.

The ruling made by Judge Woods, of 
the United States court at Indianapolis, 
in the cases against Frey & Maag, Charles 
Krippendorf, of Cincinnati, and others, 
shows that some time ago suits were 
filed by the creditors and attachments 
served, and the property of the defend- 
ants was levied upon in Fort Wayne, 
Evansville and ladianapolis. 
It was al- 
leged that Maag had carried on the bus- 
infss at the above places in the name of 
his wife, for the purpose of evadiug his 
creditors 
The matter was n fei red to 
Master of Chancery Fishback, who made 
a report favorable to the defeudaiite. 
Judge Woods now sets aside this report, 
holding that the business was carried cn 
in the name of Maag's wife, to conceal 
the true ownership, and that the master 
had not found explicitly nor by in.plica- 
tion that the contrary was the case. The 
court holds the wife must do business in 
good faith; it must really be her busi- 
ness, aud her name must not be used to 
enable her husband to accumulate prop- 
erty to be held beyond the reach of 
creditore. 


The defendants, therefore, are ordered 
to pay S12,500, which shall be deemed a 
discharge of the complaints; otherwise, 
after a lapse of ten days, a receiver will 
be appointed. 
Defendants are eujoined 
from incumbering or disposing of their 
property during that period.

holds Krippendorff equally responsible.

PUllMÁN'S MODEL CITT- 


REMARKABLE ACHIEVEMENT OF ONE 
MAN'S BRAIN. 


The Illinois Town in Whloh the World*» 
Sleeping Cars are BiilltoVtopla Beal- 
laed, Apparently-i^ias Works, 
Water 
Works, Theatres, Gardens and Dairy. 


CHICAGO, Oct 5.—If you want to hear ex- 
pressions of geniiine astonishment go down to 
the town of Pullman and accompany one of 
the many nsitors sure to be found there on a 
tour thro*. 5b the magic city of the west. 
Prom the moment the toiirist sets foot in the 
place till the hour of hia departure an excla- 
mation point may be seen glistening upon the 
end of his tongue. 
Cause for wonder is found 
at every tuni; it is impossible to lose sight of 
the remarkable; and the most astounding fact 
of all is that the industrial and social giant is 
scarce out of 
its 
swaddling clothes, 
s t a n d i n g in its 
beauty and strength 
where less 
t h a n 
half a dozen j'ears 
ago a prairie waste 
dwindled i n t o 
a 
swamp and a low- 
shored lake. There 
is a handsome rail- 
w a y 
station 
of" 
stone 
and 
brick, 


from which hourly PRE«BYTERIA.N CHURCH. 
trains 
depart 
for 
Chicago, 
that 
other 
magic," but 
less 
perfect city, a 
dozen 
miJes 
away. 
Wide 
asphalt 
boulevards, 
studded 
with 
flower 
plots 
and 
decked 
with fouxitains, sweep up to the station. 
Twenty rods from the station is a hotel, 
somewhat famous for its cuisine, and archi- 
tecturally delightful. Near by is the arcade 
building, containing twenty stores, the post, 
express and telegraph offices, bank, public 
library and a theatre of first-class appoint- 
ments. 
TlKTe are no other men^antile houses 
than these in Pullman, and no place but here, 
save in the commodious market house hard 
l>y, is trade carried on. 
Mercantile Pullman 
is all under one roof, and an admirable ag- 
gT'egation it is, too, with its wide hall, corre- 
sponding to a village street; its prosperous 
stoi-es, the balcony and offices abin e, and the 
soft lijiht streaming abundantly in from side 
and sky lights.

To tb<i north of the station, and ranged for 
more than half a nnle alon Í the track, but 
with miniature lakes and other landscape 
decorations 
between 
the 
buildings 
and 
the 
rails, 
is 
Pullman 
the 
factory.

buildings, 
through 
whose windows 
pal- 
ace and freight cars niay be seen in thff 
various stages of 
construction or repair, 
j flanked by acres more filled with hundreds of 
other cai-s waiting their t\irn at the work- 
men's bands. 
There are cj^rs i'loni the far 
east and the far west, the plain, primitive 
Pullmans with tlieir 
funny little wiiidovvs 
and few devices for adornijient side by side 
with gorgeous Pullmans of latest t>i)e;and 
there, in a secludcd corner, unused but not 
unhonored, is the pioneer Pullman, the one 
for whose fii-st journey the potentate of this 
town iJersonally solicited passengers twenty 
years ago. There are also other great works— 
a paf)e!- car wheel factory, a huge fouiidry, 
K'^d two steel mills. 
In the center of the 
group is the famous Corliss engine which so 
many niiHions of Americans saw at the Cen- 
temiial, the chief source of power in this me- 
chanical marvel. 
Right behind it is the vast 
tower containing a water reservoir and sew- 
age tank, a landmark for scores of miles 
around. 


Unity of design loins through all this group 
of factories, and architectural effect was in 
no wise nogiocti'd by the builders. 
It is no 
huddle of gloomy and grimy sliops, fo!' there 
ai-e lines of lK;\auty in the facade, and the 
softness of simple decorations gives charm 
and the solidity of corner mid center towers 
lends something like gi-andeur to the long 
wings. 
Even the stone wall surrounding the 
shops is not the kind of wall with which in- 
dustrial works are usually protected. 
This 
is an aii; wall, and the gateways and time- 
••ceepei-s' lodges, with vine-covered posts and 
graceful caps, would admirably -become an 
English country seat. 
In no feature of this 
one-man city, the handiwork of one archi- 
tect, has the value of beauty—its commercial 
value, indeed—been neglei;ted. 
A 
funda- 
mental idea in the construction of Pullman 
was to surround laborers, not only in their 
homes, but in the shops wherein they toU, 
with objects of beauty and comfort. 


The application of this principle is novvher-e 
more obvious and admirable than in the 
home i^art of Pullman. The streets are broad, 
and thei-e is no fence—that modern abomina- 
tion inherited from a feudal time, when even 
neighbors were feared, and walls and moats 
were the necessities of evexy householder. In- 
stead, bils of bl ight lawn sepai-ate the homes 
from the walks. 
Though all of the sti'eets 
cross each other at right anglas, there Ls no op- 
pressive monotony, for the stiff lines are bro- 
ken here and there by parks, squares or the 
setting in of a church, school or other public 
building. 


The same effect has been accoxnphshed in 
the design of the «Iwellings. 
\V'here a more 
economical builder or a less ingenious az-chi- 
tect would have constructed rows of ban-acks, 
in which every house would look just like 
every other house, Pullman disi)lays great 
variety in roof, window, chinmey and orna- 
ment, giving to every dweUing in the l»etter 
and major part of the town a distinct indi- 
viduality, the whole yet making its perspective 
harmonious and regular. 
The" front walls of 
the houses ai^e all the same distance from the 
street, and the window lines are quite uni- 
form. It is chiefly in artistic treatment of 
the sky line that variety has been given to the 
whole and individuality to each. 


Pullman has its own water and gas works. 
The streets are all well paved. 
There are no 
bams, one large brick stable accommodating 
all the horses in town. 
There are baseball 
grounds, a gyonnasium, bicycle track, rowing 
cotu"se, etc., with handsome view stands, con- 
taining 1,000 or more numbered chairs. 
The 
PuUman Athletic association has a reputation 
far and near. 
Pullman's drainage system ia 
well nigh perfect. The sewage is all col- 
lected in a great basin beneath the water 
tower, and thence pumped—1,000,000 gallons 
daily—to Pullman farm and garden, three 
miles awa}'. 
In no other city on either side 
of the Atlantic has this method of disposing 
of a town's sewage been so successful as here. 
The liquid sewage is drained from the garden 
into the lake, but is so pm-ified by 
filtration 
through the soil that the watora of the lake 
•re inhabited by fish, and may eveu be drunk. 
PHUauui garden this jrear r^iiied »oropsDQ- 


eiwt to iin eighty freiglit can, flOBM of wUch 
was oonsamed in the town, but tbebolkbdng 
marketed abroad. 
A dairy farm supplies 
fresh milk and bntter to the 
popula- 


tion. 


There are nearly 4,000 workmen in Pnll- 
man ^ustries, and more than 2,000 in Pull- 
man's car works alone. 
One-ha^ of thèse 
workmen are foreigners, but Uiey are for the 
most p^rt skilled artisans and men of intelli- 
gence. 
rheir wagM rank as high, at least, as 
those 01 workmen in similar lines throughout 
the coui-try. 
Men in the hammer shop earn 
14.50 a day, carvers 
decorators f2..50 to 
$8.25, stripers and gilders $8.50 to $4, and 
simple laborers $1.25 to $L40. The average 
earnings of the operatives, laborers included, 
was a little less than $600 for each man dur- 
ing last year. 


These workmen are as much a stock in 
trade with the Pullman company as the 
coaches which traverse the earth or the ma- 
chinery which turns out freight cars for the 
great railways at the rate of thirty a day. 
The workmen inhabit Pullman houses, pay 
Pullman rent, therefore, and make up the com-" 
munity which renders the gas works, the 
water works, the garden and the dairy farm 
profitable—which 
pays the rental of the 
stores, offices and theatre in the Arcade, of 
the stalls in the market houses and supports 
the churches and school buildings which Pull- 
man owns and leases for public uses. 


Pullman as an industrial enterprise must 
not only have work to do and workmen, but 
all the 
men must be kept 
reasonably 
busy, else the inhabitants will seek employ- 
ment elsewhere and the houses will stand va- 
cant and loss result to the one real owner 
the place boasts of. 
Here i-î a feature of in- 
dustrial Pullman which most cities have over- 
looked. 
The workmen and their families are 
the wards of the proprietors, and their prop- 
erty is his. The risk is the owner's, too, and 
upon his success in keeping the wheels tmTi- 
ing and the hands employed depends his own 
hope of profit. Long continued idleness of 
even a portion of the employes would be dis- 
astrous to the interests of the proprietor. 


The result of this unique relationship be- 
tween employer and nien has ah-eady borne 
fruit in extraordinaiy executive energy and 
in a most admirable understanding as to 
wages. 
The "piece" system prevails as to full 
two-thirds of the work done, and prices are 
so acceptably scaled that, in the words of an 
employe, "a good man is bound to make the 
money and an inefficient man will not find it 
to his interest to remain in the town." 
As 
there is no idleness anywhere visible, but evi- 
dences of prosperity on every hand, it is fair 
to presume that the good men largely pre- 
dominate, and that the wages are satisfac- 
tory. 
But this is not all. 
The piece scale is 
asUdingone. 
When Pullman, for. instance, 
finds it necessary, in order to secure work for 
the plant and men, to take contracts at 
figures lower than any other bidder, the 
piece scale is cut accordingly. 
If, on a suc- 
ceeding contract, better prices are obtained 
by the company, the earnings of the men are 
correspondingly increased. 
Thus, not long 
ago, the freight car shops of these works 
turnetl out several thousand cars at a cost to 
the purchaser said to have been lower than 
cars of like pattern had ever been made for 
in this country. 


In order to make sure of employment for 
his tenants Pullman not only constructs and 
repairs his own sleeping coaches but builds 
passengei', freight, express, postal and pri- 
vate 
care in large quantities. 
He also 
manufactm"es 
street 
cars, 
and 
has 
even 
built 
houses 
and 
engaged 
in 
a general 
line 
of 
carpentry 
work. 
In 
this field his methods were rather interesting 
and characteristic of the entei-prise which is 
a-ssociated with his name. 
During Chicago's 
recent building boom several competent men 
were constantly employed making bids on 
the specifications of architects, sei-uring many 
contracts. 
Then a small army of men were 
set at work in the shops here preparing, un- 
der the most favorable circumstances and 
with all the axivantages of machinery and ap- 
pliances, every piece of timber set down in 
the architect's bills. When finished the whole 
was transported to the site, and the erection 
there made so quickly as to astonish aU be- 
holders. 
Under Pullman's master hand large 
houses grew full-sized and well-nigh perfect 
almost in a night. 
At times 500 men have 
l)een employed in this building and carpentry 
depai-tment. 
In addition to these and the 
other enteqjrises already mentioned, which 
are directly or indirectly under Pullman's 
control, there are extensive brickyards which 
employ men in suuuner and ice houses tog^ve 
them work in winter. 


THB WATER TOWER. 


Of course Pullman is a profitable invest- 
ment. 
The entei-prise quickly made a rich 
city of waste land. 
The projectors manu- 
factureil their own brick, built their own 
sewers, directly cou.structed their 1,500 build- 
ings 
and 
did 
everything 
by 
i^hole- 
sale. 
Lumber 
wa.s 
purchased 
by 
the 
train load, house hardware by the car, 
nails by the ton. 
The rentals are doubtless 
high enough to gfive the usual 10 or 12 
per cent, returns up<jn a sum equal to the 
new value of the land and the amount the 
buildings and sti-eet improvements would 
have cost if constructed in the ordinary man- 
ner, and 15 or 20 per («nt. on the actual cost 
to the Pullman company. 
In the official 
financial statement of the company I find the 
"real estate and plant, 508 acres of land, 
Chicago car works, houses for workmen, and 
other improvements at Pullman, Ills.," put 
among the assets at $6,500,000. 
The actual 
cost was probably about one-half this sum. 
In the income account is the item—"manu- 
faeturing profits and rentals, $700,000." 


Pullman has only b^un its career as an 
industrial city. 
It was planned for a popu- 
lation of 50,000, and already enterprises are 
projected which will give employment to 
several thousand persons, including nmny of 
the women and some of the children of the 
place. 
As an industrial city Pullman de- 
pends upon the success of its factories. 
In 
this respect it is on the same level with other 
manufacturing towns. 
But since the first 
dweller set up nis household here the popula- 
tion has steadily grown, and the sharpest- 
eyed cannot as yet perceive signs of retro- 
gression or failure. 


Industrial and superficial Pullman is unique 
and promising.
